Action line 


Can you please tell me what legal right I 


tiave to cut or trim back any trees growing 
on my neighbors property, that extend 
over on my property, causing damage to 
my roof and to my yard? I think this is a 
problem many homeowners are concerned 
with and would appreciate knowing what 
they can do about it. 


Different people have offered different 


solutions to your problem, but they all 
warn you to think over any action you may 
take before you do it. 


City Attorney Glenn Stewart said cases 


such as you mention involve a number of 
legal questions that cannot be commented 
on in general terms. 


As owner of your property, you also won 


the air space above that land. But the tree 
in question is apparently the property of 
your neighbor, who might claim you have 
damaged his property if you trim it. 


Also, if there has been some convlict 


between neighbors in the past, there may 
or may not be a question of malice in- 
volved. Stewart advises you to first try and 
work out a compromise with your neigh- 
bors and settle the matter between 
yourselves. If that fails, he said you should 
next consult an attorney, explaining all 
details of the case and let him advise you 
as to the legal ramifications of trimming 
the tree. 


City Municipal Services Director Delma 


Ware noted that the city periodically trims 
back trees that overhand city streets and 
parkways when those trees become a 
threat to traffic flow. 


And, he said, if the tree in fact does pose 


a threat to your roof that you might be 
within your right to trim it back. 


"I wouldn't advise ruining the looks of 


the tree, but if it's trimmed properly and 
neatly I think it's within your right to 
protect your property." 


But botli men urged you first to try and 


work out the problem with your neighbor. 
If you cut the tree against the wishes of 
your neighbor you might open yourself to 
legal action by him against you.

There are several types of operations 


known as tubal ligations, according to 
Obstetrician Dr. Kelly Paul Burkhart, and 
the chances for success depend on which 
type operation you have had.

the tubes the doctor removed during the 
operation, Dr. Burkhart said. If a segment 
of tube has been removed, he indicated, 
then the re-tie operation will be more 
difficult, if possible at all. 


"At best, under ideal circumstances, 


there is only a 15 per cent chance for term 
pregancy 
after 
such 
surgery," 
Dr. 


Burkhart noted. 
^ There is a hospital in Dallas which has a 
rebiifni physician on the staff who has 
worked extensively with such operations, 
he said. Southwestern Medical School in 
Dallas has conducted the operation in the 
past, and Dr. Burkhart indicated that they 
would 
be most familiar 
with 
such 


procedures. 


If you contemplate the operation, Dr. 


Burkhart suggested that you counsel with 
your physician, who should be familiar 
with the initial operation, before con- 
tacting Southwestern Medical School. 


There are "no smoking" signs all over 


Memorial Hospital, but people persist in 
smoking anyway. The smoke from the 
halls and waiting rooms come into the 
patient's room and it's so bad that the 
smokers might as well be in the room with 
you. 
I am currently in the hospital suf- 


fering from asthma and bronchial trouble, 
and the smoke gets so bad it has nearly run 
me out. Isn't there a law against smoking 
in a hospital and can't the smokers be 
fined or prosecuted? 


There is a state law, passed by the 64th 


Legislature as Senate Bill 59, which deals 
with "smoking tobacco in public places," 
but Navarro County District Attorney Pat 
Bachelor said that he hasn't yet seen a 
public 
building 
that 
meets 
the 


requirements 
necessary 
to 
allow 


prosecution for violation of the law. 


Specifically mentioned in the new law as 


places where smoking is not permitted are 
public primary or secondary 
schools, 


elevators 
in 
any 
building, 
enclosed 


theaters and movie houses, libraries, 
museums, hospitals, transit and intrastate 
buses, airplanes and trains. In those 
places, smoking or having possession "of a 
burning tobacco product" is a violation of 
the law. 


But those facilities have a responsibility, 


also, to make the law and penalty known 
and most, Batchelor said, are not in 
compliance with that portion of the law. 


Section (b) of the law states: "It is a 


defense to prosecution under this section 
that the conveyance or public place in 
which the offense takes place does not 
have prominently displayed a reasonaby 
sized notice that smoking is prohibited by 
state law in such conveyance and or public 
place and that an offense is punishable by 
a fine not to exceed $200." 


Simple "no smoking" signs, even with a 


notation that it is "by state law" is in- 
sufficient to comply with the law, Bat- 
chelor said, unless the specific penalty is 
mentioned on the sign. Further, in the case 
of elevators, ash trays must be provided 
outside the elevators for smokers to ex- 
tinguish their tobacco products. 


Batchelor said the signs he saw posted at 


Memorial Hospital were insufficient ac- 
cording to the new law should the hospital 
wish to prosecute. 


Recently, hospital administrator Gene 


Barren 
noted that 
the no smoking 


regulations at Memorial Hospital were 
enforced voluntarily, on an honor system- 
basis, but that it was possible that a guard 
might be needed in the future if visitors 
continued to abuse the privilege.

Mozambique closes Rhodesian 
border; 'state of war' declared 


MAPUTO, Mozambique (AP) 


— The Communist-backed gov- 
ernment of Mozambique de- 
clared today "a state of war" 
exists with Rhodesia and an- 
nounced it has sealed off its 
800-mile border with the white- 
ruled nation. Some prices on 
the London stock exchange im- 
mediately dropped. 


However, a Rhodesian gov- 


ernment spokesman in Salisbu- 
ry said that "a state of war" 
did not mean a declaration of 
war. The Mozambique Ministry 
of Information confirmed this 
but said Mozambique was being 
put on a war footing. 


Last week Rhodesian forces 


went into "hot pursuit" after 
some of the thousands of Afri- 
can guerrillas infiltrating from 
the Mozambique border, killing 
24 guerrillas and suffering one 
Rhodesian soldier dead. 


Rhodesia, a breakaway Brit- 


ish colony, has a regular army 
of 3,500 men and 10,000 reserv- 
ists, many of whom have been

allowing Shell Chemical Co. to 
dump biological sludge in the

Phillips on the Fire Marshall's 
findings following the January 
meeting of the board, the 18 or

Cummins showed the board 
figures he obtained from a 
Waco firm, estimating the cost 
of those two major repairs at 
$23,000.

Secretary of Interior uses words to the point 


WASHINGTON i API - At 56, 


a former two-term congress- 
man. 
former head of the Small 


Business Administration and 
now secretary of the interior, 
Thomas S. Kleppe still loves 
nothing more than di iving a 
fast harness horse down a dirt 
track. 


"If I was younger ...,' Kleppe 


daydreams and his face lights 
up. momentarily far away from 
the Washington bureaucracy 
and his own conflict-torn corner 
of it. 


But Kleppe wastes little time 


dreaming; instead, he works 12 
to 14 hours a day, and longer 
w' en he's "on the road," cram- 
ming in a daily paddleball ses- 
sion in the department gym 
and other sports whenever he 
can. 


In personality and style, in 


fact, Kleppe bears some resem- 
blance to former Interior Secre- 
tary Walter J. Hickel, who was 
fired by then-President Richard 
M. Nixon for disagreeing publi- 
cly with the President. 


Both rose 
from 
relatively 


humble origins to success in 
business and high rank in gov- 
ernment. Both showed a youth- 
ful taste for rough sports — 
Hickel was a boxer, Kleppe a 
rodeo rider of bucking broncos 
and steers. 


Both like their official deci- 


sions prepared by concise slaff 
summaries of the issues, then 
hammered out in frank meet- 
ings, and both have a penchant 
for blunt talk that can, and has, 
brought them some '.eat. 


During a recent interview, 


Kleppe described his style this 
way : 


"I insist, as much as I can, 


to receive total input on both 
sides of every question, and ask 
the people thai I work with not 
to be tongue-tied and never be 
afraid of recrimination because 
they happen to say something 
that disagrees with somebody 
else, or with me," he said. 


"Then, I want to sit down in 


a meeting ... and let everybody 
have a shot. And we've had 
some horrendous decision meet- 
ings. 


"And then when that's done, 


I'm no procrastinator. I like to 
make a decision. And then ev- 
erybody takes it, and away we 
go." 


Kleppe also shows little in- 


clination to make speed ies just 
to talk; he prefers to wait until 
' e lias something substantial to 
say. 


"We really haven't got much 


time to spend on platitudes," 
he snapped. "I don't pull any 
punches about how I feel or 
think, even though it might 
happen to be the wrong au- 
dience or the wrong people or 
the wrong thing to say. I say it. 


"I've been criticized for this 


in limes past," Kleppe admit- 
ted.

"I turned down a con- 
tract with the St. Louis Cardi- 
nals way back when I came out 
of the service ...

Kleppe, born July 1, 1919, in 


Kintyre, N.D., got his first job 
at 17, helping out in his father's 


grain elevator. 


He dropped

Teachers 
College after 
one 


year, but by the age of 21, he 
was managing a small bank. 


Kleppe served in the Army 


from 1942 to 1946, emerging as 
a warrant officer, then joined 
the Gold Seal Co., a Bismarck, 
N.D., 
manufacturer of bleach- 


ers and waxes. 


At the age of 37, Kleppe be- 


came president of the com- 
pany, a position he held until 
1964. Meanwhile, he served four 
years as mayor of Bismarck. 
In 1964, Kleppe was the Re- 


publican candidate for the Sen- 
ate from North Dakota, but he 
lost and instead joined the Min- 
neapolis, 
Minn., 
investment 


banking firm of Dain, Kalman 
and Quail. 


In 1966, he tried politics 


again, and this time was elect- 
ed to the House of Representa- 
tives. He served two terms, 
tried again for the Senate in 
1970, and again lost. 


But he came to Washington 


anyway, as Nixon's appointee 
in 1971 to head the Small Busi- 
ness Administration, the post 
he held when President Ford 


selected him for the Interior 
Department. 


During 
Kleppe's 
tenure, 


there, the Small Business Ad- 
ministration was tarred with a 
fund scandal in its Richmond, 
Va., office; was investigated by 
the Civil Service Commission 
for allegedly political personnel 
decisions; and was brought un- 
der investigation by the Gener- 
al Accounting Office. But none 
of the stains rubbed off on 
Kleppo. 


Since 1971 his financial hold- 


ings, then estimated at $3.5 mil- 
lion, have been in a blind trust.

UFO encounter 


disrupts 
life 


for young man

Travis Walton was cutting 


trees for $G an hour in the for- 
ests of northern Arizona when 
he saw the light, a bluish-green 
ray that he and six witnesses 
say knocked him to the ground. 


Three months after what he 


says was an encounter with an 
unidentified flying object, Wal- 
ton says it is still difficult to 
lead a normal life. 


At dusk last Nov. 5, as Wal- 


ton tells the story, he was 
struck by the ray of light from 
a UFO in the forest and taken 
off in the spacecraft by strange 
creatures. He was missing for 
five days until, his family said, 
they found him slumped in a 
phone booth in Heber, Ariz., 
pale and shaken. 


In the days that followed, re- 


porters from as far away as 
Australia pursued the Walton 
story; psychiatrists interviewed 
him; 
UFO groups studied the 


incident; and Navajo County 
Sheriff Marlin Gillespie, whose 
men had combed the woods in 
vain for Walton, confessed he 
found the case the "most exas- 
perating" in his 18 years with 
the sheriff's department. 


Walton, 23, now unemployed 


and living alone in a rented 
house in Snowflnke, Ariz., says 
that he's barely existing finan- 
cially. He has considered finish- 
ing his college education at 
Northern Arizona University, 
where he completed one year, 
or seeking a job in electronics. 


But the tall, slender young 


man says he has kept busy. In 


recent weeks, he said, he has; 


— Been "working with an 


artist to reproduce some of the 
things I've seen and writing a 
book" about the incident, tenta- 
tively entitled "The Walton Ex- 
perience." 


— Traveled to Toronto for a 


"news quiz show" on television 
and to Hollywood to film a TV 
pilolcalled "The Unexplained," 
in which he was interviewed by 
Leonard Nimoy, the pointy- 
eared 
Mr. Spock 
of "Star 


Trek" fame. 


— Passed a lie-detector test 


about the UFO incident. 


Walton said he received only 


expense money for his Holly- 
wood and Toronto trips. 


Five of the six young men 


who were with him Nov. 5 
passed a polygraph test about 


what they saw; the test on the 
sixth man proved inconclusive. 


Mike Rogers, 28, who passed 


the test, is one of Walton's clos- 
est friends. Rogers still insists 
'.e saw the UFO. He says he 
and the others saw it as they 
drove along a humpy mountain 
road about 12 miles south of 
Heber. Walton jumped out of 
the moving truck, ran toward 
the brightly glowing object hov- 
ering about 15 feet above the 
ground in a small clearing. He 
was knocked down by a ray of 
bluish-green light, Rogers said. 


Rogers, who said he and the 


other men were still sitting in 
the truck about 25 yards away, 
drove off in fright. When the 
men returned 15 minutes later, 
there was no trace of Walton or 
the UFO, Rogers said. 


Rogers, a father of four who 


was the foreman of the wood- 
cutting crew, said in words 
similar to Walton's: "I would 
prefer people to believe rne, but 
there's nothing I can do about 
it if they don't." 


Walton's story — he says he 


remembers 
only about two 


hours of the five days he was 
missing — is that he woke up 
on a table in a white room and 
found himself being examined 
by several creatures with bul- 
ging eyes and no fingernails. 
He said he seized a piece of 
plastic pipe and swung at the 
creatures, who backed out of 
the room. 


Walton said he walked down 


a hallway into another room 
where he saw a chair with but- 
tons on the side. He began

playing with the buttons ana 
saw a large screen filled with 
stars. 


(In the popular TV series 


"Star Trek," the control room 
of the "Starship Enterprise" 
has seats with buttons on their 
sides and a large viewing 
screen often filled with stars. I 


Next, says Walton, a human- 


like creature entered the room, 
took him by the elbow and led 
him into another room where 
three men and a woman were 
standing, he said. 


Walton said the creatures 


placed him in a chair, and 
from that point on he could re- . 
member nothing until he woke 
up in the phone booth. 


Sheriff Gillespie said he be- 


came skeptical when Walton 
failed to show up for a lie-de- 
tector test the sheriff had ar- 
ranged with the Arizona De- 
partment of Public Safety. 


"I do think that Walton along 


with the other six people did 
see something they thought was 
a UFO. From that point on, I 
don't believe anything else oc- 
curred," said the sherriff. 


Walton says he didn't appear 


for the polygraph test because 
his emotional state then would 
have produced misleading re- 
sponses. He said the sheriff 
didn't keep his word that the 
test would be held "in private, 
not with the press around." 


Earlier this month, Walton 


did pass a polygraph test in 
Phoenix, according to George 
Pfeifer of Ezell & Associates 
Polygraph Institute, who said 
he administered it. The test 
was paid for by Aerial Pheno- 
mena Research Organization 
Inc., a Tucson UFO group, 
Pfeifer said. 


Walton 
and 
his 
brother 


Duane, 26, who has been Wal- 
ton's most outspoken supporter 
since the UFO incident, were 
tested for two hours each and 
both passed, Pfeifer said. 


Walton denies suggestions 


that he and other members of 
the family were UFO buffs be- 
fore the incident. 


"That's been said because of 


an 
incident 
my 
brother 


(Duane) had when he was 
younger," Walton said. Ten or 
12 years ago, Duane said he 
saw an object in the woods and 
ran from it, Walton said. 


The sheriff says both Travis, 


Duane and their mother, Mrs. 
Mary Kellet, "have on numer- 
ous occasions indicated to me 
they have been UFO buffs. In 
fact, Duane and Travis had 
made a pact between each oth- 
er that if either of them was 
picked up by a UFO, he would 
attempt to return to earth and 
pick up the othor."

Lockheed denies that federal 
money used to replace bribes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Lock- 


heed 
Aircraft 
Corp.'s 
new 


chairman denied today that 
federal funds were used to re- 
place money the firm spent on 
bribes to foreign government 
officials to influence aircraft 
sales. 


Chairman Robert W. Haack 


told the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee that Lockheed has taken 
positive steps to ensure no im- 
proper payments are made in 
the future and he stressed that 
his company "has not been 
alone in the payment of com- 
missions and other payments 
on overseas business." 


Meanwhile, Sen. William 


Proxmire, D-Wis., the Banking 
Committee 
chairman, 
said 


Lockheed and the 
Securities 


and Exchange Commission are 
near agreement on terms for 
an independent probe into the 
multi-million 
dollar 
bribes 


Lockheed 
has 
acknowledged 


paying. 


Proxmire said he will insist 


the investigation be independ- 
ent of Lockheed influence and 
that it result in the public dis- 
closure of the identities of all 
Lockheed agents who offered 
bribes and all officials who ac- 
cepted them. 


Haack said Lockheed's pay- 


offs overseas have had no ef- 
fect on the firm's ability to re- 
pay its $250-million federally 
guaranteed bank loan. 


"Let me say in this con- 


nection that Lockheed has not 
used funds received under the 
loan guarantee to pay consult- 
ants' commissions, nor have we 
inappropriately charged com- 
mission costs to U.S. govern- 
ment contracts," Haack said. 


Proxmire has demanded that 


Lockheed enter into a fixed 
monthly payment schedule to 
eliminate quickly the federal 
government's responsibility for 
the debt of the company. Lock- 
heed for the last decade has 
been either the first or the sec- 
ond largest U.S. defense con- 
tractor. 


Haack said such a require- 


ment could well push Lockheed 
into the bankruptcy it has so 
long tried to avoid. 


Haack said that "an unfortu- 


nate by-product" of what he 
called the current interest of 
digging into Lockheed's corpo- 
rate past appears to have been, 
"at least for the short term, to 
inflict serious harm on Amer- 
ica's international commercial 
and diplomatic relationships." 


Japanese firm cuts its 
business with Lockheed 


TOKYO (AP) — The board 


chairman of Marubeni Corp. re- 
signed his post today, and the 
Japanese firm announced it 
will not take on additional sales 
business for Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp. in the wake of alleged 
payoffs by Lockheed in Japan. 


Officials of Marubeni, pre- 


viously Lockheed's sole agent 
in Japan, have denied allega- 
tions that they suggested or 
handled payoffs to Japanese 
government officials to boost 
Lockheed sales here. 


Although Chairman Hiro Hi- 


yama said he was resigning "to 
take responsibility" for Maru- 
beni's coming under public crit- 
icism, Marubeni officials said 
this did not meant the trading 
company, Japan's third largest, 
was involved in the payoffs. 


A spokesman said Marubeni 


will not sign any contracts to 
promote new Lockheed prod- 
ucts but will keep remaining 
contracts to deliver parts and 
other services to clients. 


A.C. Kotchian, former vice 


chairman of Lockheed, testified 
in Washington hearings that Hi- 
Tom's Foods
